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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant has pointed, during an interview on 1/24/08, out that the yellow phosphor is 
Sr(Ba, Ca) SiO^Eu, where Brunner et al. disclose a different type phosphor. Examiner agreed to 
withdrawn the finality of previous rejection. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest either in singularly or in combination 
the following limitations and other elements in the claims: 

References Mueller-Mach et al. (US Pub. 2003/0006702). Brunner et al. (US Pub. 
2004/0188697). Soules et al. (US 6.252.254). Ellens et al. (US 6.674.233) do not disclose: 
• A second type of phosphor, where the second type phosphor is Sr(Ba, Ca) 
SiOzi:Eu, which when excited, emits yellow light. 
Therefore, the above references do not disclose the claimed invention of present 
application and claims 1, 4, 6-10, 14, and 18-25 are allowed.
